Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 


The object and aims of the R. O. T. C. in general are: 
1. To provide systematic military training at civil educational institutions for the pur- 
pose of qualifying selected students of such institutions for appointment as reserve officers 


and non-commissioned officers in the military forces of the United States. 


2. To add to the educational resources of schools and colleges and give students a 
training which will be as valuable to them in their industrial or professional careers as it 


would be should the nation call upon them to act as leaders in the defensive forces. 


In interpreting the policy and message of the national government in establishing R. O. T. C. in- 
struction in public high schools and other educational institutions of the country, we maintain that it 
is not the purpose of the government to make soldiers of students who participate, but to develop in 
them those qualities of manliness, discipline, and leadership which will make these young men good 
citizens and natural leaders of men in whatever calling they may follow in the years to come. It natur- 
ally follows that good citizenship and leadership will give to the nation in time of national emergency 
the leadership necessary for its armies. The ultimate purpose then of the R. O. T. C. in the Dallas high 
schools is to develop in the student a high sense of patriotic citizenship and an interest in the individ- 
ual responsibility of citizenship toward the preservation and protection of American institutions and 


ideals.
